Are the Smallest on Record 
and Crowd Marvels at 
Their Fragility. 





TENTS ARE HOISTED 


Grounds for the Flights Bear 
the Appearance Now of 
Military Camp. 


At the aeronautic grounds in Forest 
Park it looked today as if a regiment 
were preparing to camp there. Besides 
the two big tents ip which the dirigibles 
ot Roy Knabenshue and Lincoln 
Beachey are housed, half a dozen little 
tents have been raised at the western 
end of the grounds, where the judges’ 
stand will be placed and a big tent to 
accommodate three aeroplanes was 
hoisted. 

Crowds of visitors went out to the 
grounds Thursday to see the dirigibles. 
They are the smallest dirigibles eve, 
constructed and the visitors expressed 
astonishment at their fragility. 

Neither Knabenshue nor Beachey wil' 
use the usual network to hold their 
slender framework and engine: to the 
gas bag. They will not even use the 
girth band that is sometimes substituted 
for the net and to which the guy strings 
are attached. Instead, two-inch squar: 
bits of silk are sewn to the silk of the 
gas bags. To these flaps are attached 
the slender strings that support the 
entire weight of the framework, engine 
ard operator. 

A. B. Lambert is thinking of taking a 
trip {n one of the dirigibles. When ar- 
rangements were completed for Kanben- 
shue’s appearance here, the aeronaut 
promised Lambert a flight in his ma- 
chine. Lambert said Thursday that he 
didn’t wish to go up if there was any 
chance of injuring the craft, but he 
added that he thought he is competent 
to handle ft, and, efter the exhibitions, 
he will probably take a tmal spin in 
Kanbenshue’s craft. 

The fence surrounding the aeroplane 
grounds was completed Thursday. » This 
fence will be guaraed by the First Reg- 
iment of the National Guard of Missourtl. 
Only the members 2f the Aero Club will 
he allowed inside the inclosure, which 
is in the shape of a triangle, each leg 
about a mile long During the flights 
members of the Aero Club will be re 
quired to stand in the western end of 
the grounds. There are 400 members of 
the Aero Club, and with their families, 
it is estimated that about 1000 persons 
will be allowed inside the inclosure. 

_ Balloon Crops on Hand. 

The Balloon Corps of the Nationa! 
Guard, consisting of ?2 young men, will 
be on duty inside the enclosure. They 
will keep the Aero C!ub members from 
getting on the coudse of the ‘‘getaway”’ 
whenever an aeroplanist is ready to 
make his running start to get into the 
air. 

Outside ef the enclosure the public will 
be able to see the flights from the 
grassy hlopes of Art Hill and from the 
high ground around Washington Uni- 
versity. These open spaces will accom- 
modate over half a million spectators. 
offording each a perfect view.

The unhappy designation of Mayor Kreis- 
mann’s committee to consider terminal matters 
as “small and workable” may be attributed to 
the irony of chance and dismissed. A more 
important objection is to the secrecy which 
shrouds the negotiations and gives to the gen- 
eral program a mystery not to be countenanced 
in public affairs. 

The elimination of grade crossings, the loca- 
tion and building of viaducts, the settlement of 
long-standin,; differences between the city and 
the Terminal Association and the railroads, with 
the allied and incidental questions, are matters 
of such moment as to shadow everything else in 
the present realm of municipal effort. The 
adoption of . complete, comprehensive and sat- 
isfactory program by the city is the first neces- 
sary step to the -olution of the many prublems. 
Such a program may be complete and compre- 
hensive, but it can never be satisfactory if there 
is secrecy or studied effort to exclude from the 
consideration of the questions members of the} 
Municipal Assembly who, by right of committee 
positions, are entitled to share in the proceed- 
ings. - . 

Not only is such exclusion made at the cost to 
the city of the advice, experience and studies of 
these members, but the process is flavored with 
pique that they should have the temerity to 
harbor ideas out of accord with those of the ad- 
ministration. That these ideas may have no 
possible chauce of incorporation in the finished 
legislative product, the orderly course of such 
work has been departed from and new methods 
introduced, Presently suspicion will be created 
and the shadow of. jealousy, political scheming, 
or favoritism or something worse, will enter to 
blight the whole -work. 

In such e’forts there is.no place for secrecy, 
for “small, workable’ committees, for clique 
domination or suspicion of inclination to cor- 
porate desires. It is a serious problem, freight- 
ed with consequences of vast importance to St. 
Louis. It will influence not only the cu.mmer- 
cial, industrial and financial, but the social/ 
future: of the city. Every resident is interested 
in it and its progress, The advice and assistance 
of everyone should be welcomed, and, most of 
all, should the legislative representatives ap-

Only a madman would act upon such 
reasons, or one who, as appears in Baucin’s 
case, is under the spell of a stronger will. The 
command, “Thou shalt not kill,” proceeds both 
from reason and an authority above and beyond 
reason.

The funds of the 
eity shouldbe so apportioned that each department 

receive a sufficient amount to economically conduct 
its business, and the head ef each department held to 
a strict accountability for the proper conduct of the 
business of, and the expenditure of the funds ap- 
portioned to, his department. (With an arrange- 
ment of this sort the Wells-O’Reilly free bridge 
controversy would not have arisen. The public 
would have known instantly where to Place the 
blame.)

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PERPETUAL PROHIBITION. 
From the New York World, 

Having secured State-widg prohibition 
by act of the Legislature, the temper- 
ange forces in Alabama are not in com- 
plete accord on th2 question of a con- 
stitntional amendment prohibiting all 
-iquor-selling. There is no immediate 
prospect of the prohibition law being 
repealed, but many persons who favor 
it believe that it shovld be optional with 
the people to repeal the law if they 
see fit. 

The experience of Maine will be of in- 
terest to Alabama. In Maine, where pro- 
hibition is prescrivded by the constitu- 
tiun, the issue of resubmission has been 
raised in successive elections. The Re- 
publicans, who control the State, have 
been divided on the question at their 
conventions, buz the extreme temper- 
ance wing has prevente@ the party from 
indorsing resubmission. 

In Alabama, where for all practical 
purposes there is only one political 
party, the difficulty of repealing a pro- 
hibition amendment. once it was adopt- 
ed, would be greater than in Maine. A 
majority of the voters can adopt the 
amendment, but as a preliminary to re- 
pealing it two-thirds of the Legislature 
must vote for its removal before the 
question can be submitted at a popular 
election. 

If a prohibition amendment is carried 
in Alabama next month, a minority of 
temperance extremists may succeed in 
retaining it in nominal force as long as 
the Maine constitution has been guarded 
against change.
